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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding claim 3. the applicant argues that the 
cited prior art (CPA), Cok (U.S. Patent No. 6,865,550), does not teach "a starting program on the data recording medium, configured to 
cause a program of the plurality of programs, designated by the medium identification information, to automatically execute." This 
argument is not found persuasive. The CPA contains has a medium which contains "instructions or transferred program for matching 
the identifiers" (column 5 line 38-43). This is viewed as the "starting program" since once the Identifiers are matched, a program is 
started.
